Political camouflage artists are always around 
Washington in wartime. During the Civil War, a 
number of them in Congress demonstrated conciu- 
sively that this country was about to go to war with 
England, and that the chief thing for the United 
States to do was to hold the naval supremacy of the 
Great Lakes. Their plan was for a waterway ‘‘for the 
passage of armed and naval vessels from the Missis 
sippi River to Lake Michigan.’’ 

Grim old Thad Stevens, who was a great hand for 
sticking to the main idea, disposed of this scheme 
with a speech in the House. He said the Illinois 
River was so shallow that, if it were connected with 
the lake in the manner proposed, the lake would 
drain into the river and leave dry land in front of 
Chicago. The war with England, he continued, was 
proclaimed by the supporters of the bill as being only 
90 days away, while it would take five years to build 
the canal. Then, he concluded: ‘‘Even if our gun- 
boats could be brought to Chicago, a slight obstacle 
still remains to getting them into Lake Ontario, 
where they could meet the British fleet. They would 
have to rum Niagara Falls, and that is said to be a 
little perilous in the spring of the year.’’

The thing for travelers to know is what to do when 
the boat sinks. The picture shows, just as every 
steamboat wreck we have ever seen showed. In case 
your steamer starts to sink, get on the upper deck and 
stand there. Remember that no Mississippi River 
boat was ever sunk without leaving a trace, and that 
most of them leave enough of a ‘‘trace’’ above water 
for the pasengers and crew to stand on very com- 
fortably.

Permission to the railroads to use 
the free bridge without an immedi- 
ate settlement of the bridge arbi- 
trary question is favored by City 
Counselor Daues, who told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, following the un- 
successful attempt Friday inygChicago 


ways Aishton to direct the railroads 


to use the bridge, that he favored the 
repeal of the ordinance making use 
of the bridge contingent upon aboli- 
tion of the arbitrary. 

Daues said he was convinced the 
railroad would not use the bridge if 
they were not permitted to make a 
difference in charges between St. 
Louis and East St. Louis, but that he 
believed it possible to obtain conces- 
sions from the railroads, either by 
increasing the East St. Louis rate 
alone, or by lowering the ’St. Louis 
rate somewhat and increasing the 
East St. Louis rate correspondingly. 

Will Put It Up to Mayor. 

“T do not know what Mayor Kiel 
will think about it,’ the City Coun- 
selor said, “‘but I intend to recom- 
mend to him that the ordinance be 
»|repealed. I believe that is the only 
way we can put the bridge to work. 


Patriotism and loyalty demand that 
the bridge be used in this transpor- 
tation emergency in the war crisis, 
and we can leave the questions of 
charges and arbitrary to be settled 
later. 

“tinder the general bridge act, 
passed by Congress in 1906, when- 
ever the owner of a bridge and a 
railroad cannot agree on the rental 
charge, the Secretary Of War is em- 
powered to fix the charge. That 
would settle that angle. That set- 
tled, the question of the arbitrary 
would come up. If .the_ railroads 
would not agree to abolish the arbi- 
trary, the city could appeal to Sec- 
retary McAdoo, who, as  Director- 
General of Railways, probably has 
power to determine that matter. 
However, he probably would refer it 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

“I do not believe the bridge should 
lie idle while the city is appealing 
from one Federal official to another, 
holding conferences with railroad of- 
ficials and holding hearings before 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. The bridge could just as well be 
working during this period of nego- 
tiation. 

“The ordinance could be repealed 
and put the whole matter in shape 
where the railroads would enter into 
negotiations, and at the same. time 
all the rights of the city could be 
preserved, so that at some later time, 
after the war if not before it closes, 
the city could do as it pleased about 
the arbitrary.”’ 

Chicago Conference Fails.

started such a school for officers at 
Camp Dix, Wrightstown, N. J. The 
officer pupils are having intensive 
training of the hardest sort for 10 
hours a day. 

Col. Dean was recently assigned 
to the 153d Depot Brigade. This or- 
der brought more than 500 under his 
command, and he had to make pro- 
vision on two days’ notice to arrange 
for their housing and feeding. There 
are 16 provisional companies. 

The daily training consists of 
drills in close order and extended 
order, ceremonies and an application 
of all the principies of minor tactics. 
In addition there is a law depart- 
ment in which a special study is 
made of litary procedure and the 
trying of cases. 

French Department Included. 

In the -Engineering Department 
special work along the line of map- 
making and the building of relief 
maps, based upon contoured mili- 
tary maps from elay, is taken up. 
Col. Dean has also instituted a 
Prench department. 

Special lectures are given by offi- 
cers of the regular army, specialists 
and foreign officers in this country 
to assist in our training. 

While there are no enlisted men 
except those detailed to carry on 
the work of policing, etc, every 
phase of administration that would 
ordinarily pertain to a regiment is 
covered in the fictitious companies 
which are combined into a provi- 
sional regiment all under the com- 
mand of a Major. The work of ad- 
ministration in the school is carried 
on entirely by the officers from the 
Second Training Camp and all in- 
structors and.assistant instructors 
are also taken from these officers. 
‘The school is intended as a polish- 
ing school 

To Train Drafted Men at Home. 

It is now further proposed to whip 
the prospective draft recruit into 
some kind of shape before he re- 
ports to his cantonment. The sec- 
ond officers’ training camps turned 
out several thousand new officers. It 


| has been proposed to spread them 


out over the -citiés and towns of the 


of registrants before they leave 
home, and to cover the country with 
a sort of blanket of confidence when 
it can get a look at the fine appear- 
ance and splendid morale of these 
young men. One criticism of the 
present conditions is that the war 
has not been brought close enough 
to the man at home. 

Officers believe that if the men 
who have been called or soon will be 
called to the colors could Rave an 
elementary training of two or three 
hours a day under certain officers 
from the depot brigades on a sched- 
ule laid out for them, they would 
have some idea of soldiering when 
they reported and would fall to their 
work more readily. The feeling of 
strangeness would not be there, and 
it is hard to teach a man anything 
until he gets over homesickness. 

Every effort is being made to put 
this proposition through on its mer- 
its. It is planned to hold two or 
three separate drill periods a day at 
hours when they would not interfere 
with the regular occupations of the 
men.

Trotaky to Be Upheld. 
Germany’s refusal to withdraw 
from the Russian provinces she has 
conquered is the most important 
question that will come up before 
the All-Russian Congress of Soldiers 
and Workmen’s Councils, which 
opened last night in Tauride Palace. 
It is believed certain that the Con- 
gress will uphold Foreign Minister 
Trotzky and the Russian delegation 
in their rejection of the German 
peace terms at the Brest-Litovsk 
conference. 

This Congress——the first proletariat 
parliament—filled Tauride Palace to 
the roof. Upon entering, one imme- 
diately felt the difference between it 
and the Constitutional Assembly, 
which died in the same hall only; 
four days before. 

Though openly and proudly repre- 
senting only the working classes, 
this congress had the vitality and 
sense of reality the Soviet has always 
shown, and there is no question that 
it has the masses solidly behind ‘f 
It will be a long time before the 
propertied class will have any say in 
the Government. 

Among the speeches of greeting 
were those of Boris Reinstein, Albert 
Rys Williams and John Reed, an 
American writer. When Reinstein 
introduced Reed as goimg home to 
stand trial he received an ovation of 
sympathy. (Reed was indicted in 
New York for an articlé he wrote 
which appeared in The Masses, a 
radical magazine which was sup- 
pressed recently because of its antag- 
onistic attitude toward America’s 
entry into the war.) 

Speeches by Foreign Minister 
Trotzky and others emphasized the 
proletarian character of the conven- 
tion, and it was made to feel that 
it was its duty to arrange a world 
peace. 


Fifty Provinces Represented. 
The average age of the congress is 
well under 30, and it is composed of 
the newest developed leaders who 
are strongly behind the Government 
commissioners. The more experi- 
enced Bolsheviki of the Constitution- 
al Assembly were much more con- 
tented here. 

The Conkress represents 50 prov- 
inces of Russia—all of Great Russia 
and parts of South Russia. It has 
the support of all of Siberia, even 
Irkutsk. Geographically it is as rep- 
resentative as the constitutional as- 
sembly, which the Bolshevik dis- 
solved, but it deliberately excludes all 
representation except soldiers, work- 
ers and peasants. 

Its decrees will be accepted by the 
whole army front, even by the Rus- 
sians in Rumania and in every city in 
Russia and Siberia except Kieff, Tif- 
lis and Orenburg. Even in these 
cities are Soviets in sympathy with 
the Bolsheviki. So the congress of 
Soviets carries much more real force 
than is represented by the member- 


ship.

The Food Administration has formulated suggestion wha. if fol- 
lowed, will enable us to meet this great responsibility without any real 


to create the necessity for a more 


day; while, in addition, Saturday 
in each week should further be 
observed as a day upon which 
there should be no consumption 
of pork products. 

A continued economy in the 
use of sugar will be necessary 
until later in the year. 

It is imperative that all waste 
and unnecessary consumption of 
all sorts of foodstuffs should be 
rigidly eliminated. 


The maintenance of the health 
and strength of our own people 
is vitally necessary at this time,

GERMANY WARNED 


TO MAKE PEACE AT 
ONCE. WITH RUSSIA 


Schzidemann Tells Militarists 
Otherwise They Will Be 
“Hurled From Power.” 


SAYS U-BOAT HAS FAILED 


Attacks Policy Whose Chief Ef- 
fect ‘Was to Bring America 
Into the War. 


AMSTERDAM, Jan. 26 (By A. P.). 
—Philip KX Scheidemann, German 
Social Dempcratic leader, in his ad- 
dress yesterday before the Reichstag 
Main Committee, following Chancel- 
lor von Hertling’s reply to President 
Wilson’s peacw message, told the mil- 
itary leaders af the imperial Govern- 
ment that if they did not make peace 


with Russia they would be “hurled 
from power.’”” Whe address, as pub- 
lished in the Berliner Vorwaerts, fol- 
lows: 
“The chief anguments were ad- 
vanced by the militarist party for 
the prolongation of the war, namely, 
the success of the U-boats and the 
strength of our army. But these were 
to have given us a decisive victory in 
six months, according to the an- 
nouncement made tin 1916. Alas, that 
period has long since passed and 
while the U-boat has admittedly 
harmed England enormously, its 
chief visible effect has been the 
entry of America into the war. 
Step Delayed Peace. 

“Tf the United States had not en- 
tered the war we may be sure the 
Russian revolution would long ago 
have brought a general peace. 
“What about the army? Suppose 
the army should capture Calais and 
Paris, would that mean peace? I say 
‘no!’ 
“Suppose the army conquered 
France and England, would that 
mean peace? I say no, for we would 
still have to conquer America.” 
Scheidemann forcibly attacked the 
militarist leaders, declaring that 
their attitude towards; Austria was 
likely to lose for Germany her last 
friend. 
“If our Government leaders cannot 
free us from these ‘patrons,’” said 
the Social-Democrat leader. “They 
had better go. I warn them that if 
they do not bring us peace with Rus- 
sia they will be hurled from their 
power.”’ 
Scheidemann declared that an 
agreement was easily possible on 11 
points of President Wilson's state- 
ment. 
“But Mr. Wilson must be told 
plainly,” the speaker said, “that Al- 
sace is Germany’s and will remain 
so. If one clear word is spoken re- 
garding Belgium, England’s war- 
mongering will end. An honorable, 
complete reinstatement of Belgium is 
our duty.” 

Can See Only a Deadlock. 
“I cannot see the day,” Scheide- 
mann went on, “when Germany will 
say ta the Entente: ‘Wé accept your 
terms. We are beaten.’ But just as 
little can I see the day when En- 
gland, France and the United States 
will say the same to us.” 
Regarding relations between Ger- 
many and Austria, Scheidemann said 
an indication of the Austrian feeling 
toward the present German regime 
might be gathered from the fact that 
during the recent demonstrations in 
Vienna the Austrian Emperor was 
never once attacked by speakers, but 
that the German Emperor was open- 
ly and repeatedly insulted. This was 
due, he said, to attacks of the Ger- 
raan junkers on Austria. He declared 
the junker press had been demand- 
ing that “Germany should be freed 
from Austria.” 
Touching on President Wilson's 
peace terms, Scheidemann said: 
“Regarding Alsace there is nothing 
for us to redress. It will remain 
ours. But as for Belgium, let ug 
cease meddling in Flemish politics. 
*‘Let us seek in honor to save the 
world from new bloodshed in the 
spring. Let us give up illusions on 
both sides. Remember that the feel- 
ing among our people is most serious. 
If you permit the Russian negotia- 
tions to break up and the people’s 
hope be disappointed what else can 
be expected but catastrophe?” 


Cossack Congress Said to Have De- 
clared War on Kalendines. 
PETROGRAD, Jan. 26.—An  of- 
ficial statement issued today by the 
Bolsheviki Government says that on 
Wednesday the congress of Cossacks 
from the front was inaugurated at 
the military station of Kamesky 
and passed unanimously a resolu- 
tion declaring war on Gen. Kaledines 
and relegating all authority to the 
Congress. 
A military revolutionary commit- 
tee, the statement adds, was formed 
and detachments were sent to cap- 
ture the towns of Likhaia and Zver- 
evo. Bighteen superior officers were 
arrested. Continuing the statement 
says: 
“The cossacks are fired with en- 
thusiasm and are striving to end 
Kaledines with their own hands.”

WASHINGTON VIEW 


OF SCHEIDEMANN'S 
DEMAND FOR PEACE 


Opinion Is That Socialist’s 
Speech Reflects Growing Dis- 
content in Germany. 


ENEMIES IN AGREEMENT 


Hertling and Czernin Bound 
Central Powers to Support 
Planks in Peace Platforms.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The re- 

action of the German Socialists re- 

flected in the speech of Philip 

Scheidemann, leader of the Social 

Democratic Party, is regarded by 

officials here as the most significant 

development in the Teutonic peace 
situatfon. Scheidemann’s vigorous 
utterances were regarded as the most 
convincing evidence yet disclosed of 
the widespread discontent of the 

German people over the conduct of 

the military government in Berlin. 


Inasmuch as Scheidemann from 
the outbreak of the war has sturdily 
supported the government, content- 
ing himself with moderate criticisms 
from time to time, officials feel that 
his speech before the Reichstag main 
committee following closely on the 
heels of Chancellor Von Hertling’s 
reply to President Wilson and Pre- 
mier Lloyd George, is a most import- 
ant development. 


The belief generally expressed, 
however, was that Scheidemann’s de- 
mand was for a peace settlement 
with Russia and Austria-Hungary 
and his warning that Germany’s 
reactionary leaders are running a 
positive risk of alienating the em- 
pire’s last friend were regarded as 
especially significant of the actual 
political situation in the Teutonic 
nations. 
Await German Comment. 

Officials are awaiting with keen 
interest the receipt of expressions 
by German editors. That the Ger- 
man newspapers are far apart in 
their comments on the speeches of 
Von Hertling and Count Czernin is 
clearly shown in the brief dispatch 
from Amsterdam cabled from Lon- 
don today. 

The speech of Count Czernin was 
the subject of much discussion in 
official and diplomatic circles, espe- 
cially in view of Pope Benedict’s 
declaration that it amounts to a di- 
rect bid for peace negotiations. 
The Austro-Hungarian Premier’s 
suggestion of direct discussion be- 
tween Vienna and Washington was 
regarded as a shrewd ‘diplomatic 
stroke. Diplomats-as a rule were in- 
clined to believe that President Wil- 
son would not accept Count Czer- 
nin’s offer. 
The move of the Austrian states- 
man was regarded as a clever ma- 
neuver engineered chiefly by Ger- 
many, with a view of involving one 
of the major powers opposed to the 
Teutons in a peace discussion. Once 
begun, it was pointed out, Germany 
figures that the infection would 
spread to the Entente Allies, possibly 
resulting in peace on the basis of a 
draw. 

Hertling “Closes Door.” 
In Entente circles, both diplomatic 
and military, there was no reserve 
whatever in discussing the Hertling 
and Czernin reports. One Allied 
diplomat declared emphatically that 
the position taken by German mili- 
tary representatives at the Brest- 
Litovsk conference closed the door 
to peace and that Hertling’s speech 
“both locked and bolted it.” 
“Von Hertling’s speech is an in- 
sult to the United States and to the 
Western European belligerents” said 
one entente diplomat. “Germany 
has thrown off her mask. What 
was meant when at Brest-Litovsk,the 
Central Powers declared for a peace 
without annexations or indemnities 
was that they themselves were to be 
immune from the operation of that 
principle. ‘hey wanted to apply it 
to everybody else. 
“In the case of Russia, Germany 
has demanded terms which are worse 
than the war map could possibly 
warrant. They would compel Rus- 
sia to surrender territory in the 
north that Germany does not even 
occupy and to surrender territory 
in Turkey now occupied by the Rus- 
sians. Under such conditions there 
is no possibility afforded even for a 
discussion.”’ 

Central Powers’ Agreement. 
The Serbian press bureau in Wash- 
ington learns from its Czench cor- 
respondent in London that the fol-

RUSSIAN CONGRESS 
CONTINUE PARLEYS 


COPENHAGEN, Jan. 26 (By A. 
P.).—The National Russian Congress 
of Soldiers’ and Workmen's Deputies, 
to which the Bolsheviki Government 
referred the.question of war or 
peace, has authorized Foreign Min- 
ister Trotzky to continue the peace 
negotiations at Brest-Litovsk, a Pet- 
rograd dispatch reports. Trotzky 
will return to Brest-Litovsk early 
next week. 


Von Kuehlmann Defends Germany’s 
Negotiations With Russia. 

AMSTERDAM, Jan: 26 (By “A. P.). 
—Dr. Richard yon Kuehlmann the 
German Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs, speaking: yesterday before the 
Main Committee*on the Reichstag, 
made a long ¢xplanation in defense 
of the Centrak Powers’ negotiations 
with the Russians at Brest-Litovsk. 
The general tone of the Foreign Sec- 
retary’s speech indicated that there 
had been st#ong criticisms from 
German sources, chiefly because the 
government had not dealt with the 
Bolsheviki as ,conquerors dictating 
to the conquer 

Incidentally von Kuehlmann gave 
an interpretatign of the German 
idea of self dé@termination for the 
peoples of Poland, Courland and 
Lithuania. The plan is not to have 

a referendum, but a dedision by the 
Fdustenantaties bodies or the leaders 
of public opinion. The ‘significant 
point in this scheme is. contained in 
the fact that ‘the so-called répresen- 
tatve bodies of those countries now 
consist of representatives mostly 
chosen by the German administra- 
tion, 

Von Kuehlmann and Count Czer- 
nin, the Austria-Hungarian Foreign 
Minister, are returning to Brest-Li- 
tovsk for a renewal of the negotia- 
tions with the Russians. 

Von Kuehlman referred to what 
he termed the “fiction that the nego. 
tiators went to Brest-Litovsk and 
there concocted a policy to accord 
with the requirements of the situa 
tion.’’ This, he said, lacked founda 
tion, as Germany’s Eastern policy 
had been decided upon before he 
took office. 

The Foreign Secretary explained at 
some length that the Central Powers 
had accepted the first Russian sug- 
gestion for a general peace without 
annexations or indemnities as a basis 
for the negotiations, but that when 
the Entente Powers failed to re- 
spond, the situation was changed 
and the proposal of the Centra! 
Powers made on Dec. 25, no longer 
held good. ‘ 

Dr. von Kuehlmann said after the 
arrival at Brest-Litovsk of M. Trotz- 
ky, the Russian Foreign Minister, 
the friendly spirit which previously 
had prevailed on the Russian side to- 
taly vanished. The Russians shut 
themselves off and the entire nature 
of the negotiations changed. He add- 
ed: 

“At the moment they are at a 
standstill, but they probably will be 
resumed at the beginning of next 
week.” 

The Foreign Secretary spoke of 
the Russian dissolution into a beries 
of republics in which there were fur- 
ther disinteresting elements, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that peace would 
be arranged with the Ukraine when 
that republic had been recognized. 
He declared there was still a better 
prospect of peace with Finland. 

“Our differencés with the Bolshe- 
vik .Government,” Dr. von Kuehl- 
mann said, “relate mainly to details 
regarding the carrying out of self- 
determination which, after all, is 
not entirely a modern innovation, 
Bismarck having stipulated it in the 
peace treaty after the campaign of 
1866.”

LONDON, Jan. 26 (By A. P.).— 
Austria has declared her readiness 
to conclude a separate peace without 
Germany and to accept the Russian 
democratic program with the excep- 
tion of self-determination of nations, 
says a dispatch from Petrograd to 
the Exchange Telegraph Co. 

Another dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph Co. from Petrograd Fri- 
day says: 

“The Bolshevik newspapers today 
report that great demonstrations are 
taking place all over Austria-Hun- 
gary. Workmen’s and soldiers’ or-

Vienna.”

TAX LEVIES MUST BE 
INCREASED KITGHIN SAYS 


| Present Congress Must Provide 
for Additional Revenue, 
Declares Congressman. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Legis- 
lation to increase taxes at this ses- 
sion of Congress was forecast’ in a 
statement issued today by Chairman 
Claude Kitchin of the House Ways 
land Means Committee. Kitchin do- 
clined to indicate where the new 
taxes will be applied, but it is gen- 
erally understood the excess prof- 
its, income and estate taxes will be 
largely increased. 

The statement follows: 


“The fiscal affairs of the United 
States indicate that notwithstand- 
ing the large revenue to be derived 
from the act of Oct. 3, 1917, it will 
be necessary for Congress to pro- 
vide for greater tax levies. Just 
what form the new levies will take, 
or the particular line of business 
that will be affected, cannot be anti- 
cipated. The entire situation will 
have to be canvassed thoroughly in 
the light of facts to be developed by 

a study of the present conditions vf 
te nation’s finances. In view of the 
apparently unquestioned need for 
additional revenue from taxes, it 
does not appear to be wise to consid- 
er at this time amendments to the 
act of Oct. 3. 

“I am, of course, agreeable to 
remedying any administrative de- 
fects .which the study and analysis 
of the war revenue act may devel- 
op ‘and will be willing, at the proper 
time, to introduce any such relief 
raeasure. It is my opinion, however, 
that it will be necessary to study the 
law. for a brief time in action before 
it can be definitely determined in 
what respects administrative changes 
are required for its equitable and 
proper application. It is my idea, 
therefore, to let the bill operate for 
a time and, in the meartime, give 2 
very careful general study to our 
fiscal situation and future possible 
needs for money, so that any bill in- 
troduced touching intornal revenue 
matters will contain in a consolidat- 
ed manner the additional fiscal pro- 
gram so far as it can be anticipated.”

ANTI-SUFFRAGISTS APQLOGIZE 
FOR THEIR DEFENSE OF WILSON 


Open Letter to Miss Alice Paul and 
Her Woman’s Party Asso- 
ciates Made Public. 


WASHINGTON, Yan. 26 (By A. 
P.).—As the result of the open sup- 
port given by President Wilsow to the 
federal suffrage amendment resolu- 
tion recently passed by the House, 


the National Association Opposed to 
Woman Suffrage tonight made pub- 
lis an open letter of apology to Miss 
Alice Paul and her associates for ac- 
cusing them of circulating mislead- 
ing reports as to the President’s at- 
titude on the question. 

The letter, addressed to Miss Paul, 
chairman of the Woman’s Party, 
said the association had publicly 
questioned the truth of the statment 
that an emissary of President Wilson 
visited Miss Paul in the Occoquan 
jail, and promised that the President 
would secretly assist *the passage of 
the resolution, and added: 

“That the President of the United

The British 
airmen acocunted for 16 hostile air- 
planes, and themselves lost only one 
machine, which is reported missing. 
In adidtion, the British bombing 
planes dropped eight tons of explo- 
sives on various enemy objectives. 


Violent Artillery Actions Reported 
From French Front. 

PARIS, Jan. 26 (By A. P.).—The 
official announcement by the War 
Cffice tonight says: 

“Ther were artillery actions, at 
times violent, in the region of the 
Bputte du Mesnil and on the left 
bank of the Meuse in the sector of 
La Mort Homme. No infantry ac- 
tion took place. Our defense sec- 
tions against airplanes yesterday 
brought down three German ma- 
chines. 

‘Eastern theater, Jan. 26, on the 
night of Jan. 24 British troops car- 
ried out a surprise attack success- 
fully near Krastali, Northwest of 
Doiran. In the neighborhood of 
Seres, British aviators bombed Bul- 
garian encampments and brought 
down an enemy machine.” 


Artillery Duels on Flanders and Ital- 


ian Fronts, Berlin Announces. 

BERLIN, Jan 26 (By A. P., 
British Admiralty per Wireless 
Press).—Artillery duels are in prog- 
ress on the front in Flanders, the 
War Office announces. The state- 


ment follows: 
“On the Flanders front from mid- 
day onward there were artillery 


duels between Blankaart Lake and 


the Lys, near Lens and on both sides 
of the Scarpe. Our infantry brought 
back prisoners as a result of recon- 
noitering operations near Lens, Crol- 
silles and Epehy. 

“The activity of the artillery was 
revived in isolated sectors on the 
Oisne-Aisne Canal, in Champagne 
and on both sides of the Meuse. Aft- 
ter brief artillery preparation West- 
phalian storming troops took 24 pris- 
cners and one machine gun from 
French trenches at Avocourt Wood. 
A bold raid on the enemy’s lines at 
Caurieres Wood was completely suc- 
cessful. 

“In the last four days 25 enemy 
airplanes have been downed in serial 
encounters or by gunfire. Our avia- 
tors successfully attacked the north 
coast of France, including Dunkirk, 
Calais and Boulogne. Good effects 
were observed. 

“Within a few minutes yesterday 
Lieut. Roeth brought down three 
French capitive balloons in flames, 

“Italian front—On the Asiago 
Plateau and on both sides of the 
Brenta there were spirited artillery 
duels.”’ 


Rome Reports Aerial and Artillery 
Activity. 


ROME, Jan. 26 (By A. P.).—In- 
creasing activity of the artillery on 
some parts of the front is reported 
today by the War Office. The state- 
ment follows: 

“The artillery actions were limited 
in the mountain area. They were 
more intense from Montello to the 
sea. 

“Improved atmospheric conditions 
resulted in great aerial activ- 
ity on both sides. Our machines 
successfully bombarded the enemy’s 
encampments and railway works at 
Cismon and Pramolano, and effec- 
tively dropped bombs on military ob- 
jectives between the Sile and the 
Piave. Our own and our allies’ 
squadrons made reconnoltering 
cruises and several times attacked 
numbers of hostile machines. Two 
were shot down by our airmen and 
two others by British aviators, who 
also set fire to hostile captive. bal- 
loons.”’ 


Organization of Allied Force in Per- 
sia Reported to Washington. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (Special). 
—Advices reaching Washington to- 
day indicate that an allied military 
force is being organized in the Lake 
Urumia region of Persia. The re- 
ports gave rise to discussion of the 
probability that a relief expedition 
is to be sent to the assistance of the 
Rumanian army. 

French and British officers are 
said to be in command of the force 
now gathering. The Persian Govern- 
ment finds itself embarrassed, since 
Turkey is said to be demanding to 
know the meaning of this latest war 
development. The character of the 
forces being gathered is said to indi- 
cate more than fresh operations 
against the Turks, whose military 
forces, it is learned from Persian 
sources, are being gradually. with- 
drawn from Persia.

| MINERS TO APPEAL VERDICT 


FOR DAMAGES OF $600,000 


Union Will Have to Furnish $800,000 
Bond to Get New Trial in Ar- 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 26 
(By A. P.).—The United Mine Work- 
ers of America at the final session of 
their biennial convention today de- 
cided to invoke the assistance of the 
American Federation of Labor to se- 
cure congressional legislation to pre 
vent court procedures such as re- 
sulted in the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the Hitch- 
man Coal Co., of West Virginia case. 
The court in that case sustained 
the injunction granted by a lower 
court which prevents mine workers’ 
officers from soliciting the employes 
of the Hitchman company to join 
the union. 
In the case of Coronado Coal Co. 
of Arkansas and others who won a 
verdict of $600,000 against the 
United Mine Workers as damages 
under the anti-trust laws for alleged 
conspiracy to prevent the mining of 
nonunion coal, the union decided to 
take an appeal to the Federal Court 
of Appeals. To do this the Union 
has to raise $800,000 as a bond. 
The convention decided to meet in 
Cleveland, O., in September 1919. 
This will be the first time the con- 
vention has been held outside of In- 
dianapolis in many years. Lee Hall, 
of Ohio, and Martin J. Flyzik of 
Washington, were elected fraternal 
delegates to the convention of the 
Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers, for- 
merly the Western Tederation of 
Miners.

ILLINOIS DAIRY OWNERS HAVE 
MORE MILK THAN THEY CAN SELL 


Discuss Whether to Reduce Prices to 
St. Louis Distributers or Feed 
Excess to Stock. 

Madison County dairy owners, at 
a meeting in Edwardsville yesterday, 
discussed the impairment of the 
market for their product from two 
causes. One was the decreased de- 
mand of the milk condensing firms, 
due to a shortage of tin for making 
cans. The other was the decrease in 


‘ithe St. Louis demand, due to the in- 


crease in retail milk prices from 11 
to 13 cents a quart, which followed 
the dairymen’s raise of price to the 
St. Louis distributers, last autumn. 

They discussed whether it would 
be better to reduce their prices, with 
a view of sending their whole sup- 
ply to the city, or to reserve part of 
their product, feed it to stock or oth- 
erwise utilize it. They decided to 
leave the question to the officers of 
the county organization. 

Fred W. Sander of Alhambra was 
elected president. They adopted a 
resolution stating that they are get- 
ting little profit at the present price 
which hey, with milk producers in 
adjoining counties, are getting from 
the St. Louis distributing firms. This 
price is $3.20 a hundred pounds 
(11.63 gallons.) 


BRITISH LAHOR UNIFORMLY 
INDORSES PRESIDENT WILSON 


Three-Day Convention Closes With 
Reassertion That World Must Be 
Rid of Aggressive Militarism. 

NOTTINGHAM, England, Jan. 26 
(By A. P.).—The British Labor par- 
ty has closed its three-day conven- 
tion, in which it emphatically re- 
asserted that “the world must be 
completely ‘and finally rid of aggres- 
sive militarism.” Pacifists were 
beaten at every stage of the voting. 

For the American public one of 
the main points of interest is the 
party’s unequivocal acceptance of 
President Wilson as its own prophet 
All resolutions and declarations dur- 
ing the conference included an in- 
dorsement of Wilson’s war aims and 
attitude. Premier Lloyd George had 
many critics and President Poincare 
was not mentioned. 

Arthur Henderson, head of the 
party, said: “Revolution is a word of 
evil omen and no responsible person 
can contemplate such a possibility 
without horror to the British people; 
especially are such prospects wholly 
without appeal to the British peo- 
ple. British labor desires smooth 
transition to a new order, working 
along constitutional lines.”

Lambert drove an ambulance in 
the Verdun sector of the French front 
for three months last summer. He 
was not introduced to Glover at the 
dance, and.after he had gone into the 
lobby, when most of the other guests 
were in the lobby, Lambert sent a 
waiter into the dining room to in- 
vite Glover to join him. 

Glover stepped out and asked 
Lambert what was wanted. Lambert 
asked him in what section of the 
ambulance service he was, and 
Glover replied, ‘‘Section 21.” 

“I was in Section 22,” said Lam- 
bert, and Glover rejoined, ‘That's 
funny. There was no Section 232.” 

“You're a damned Har,” Lambert 
exclaimed, and he was about to 
strike the man in uniform when he 
was restrained by his friends. 

Glover, before leaving the hotel, 
repeated to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
his statement that there was no sec- 
tion 22 in the American ambulance in 
France.

| 1315 Market street, in which Mount, 
Tarpy and Moran were killed. 

It also was ascertained that city 
detectives are searching for Hardin, 
who also is known as Steve Harris, 
,;and that a description of the auto 
| driv er and the license number of the 
automobile have been given to the 
detectives. 

The killing, as has been told, oc- 
curred about 4:30 o’clock, when 
more than 15 customers were in the 
saloon. From accounts the police 
have been able to gather, Tarpy and 
Moran advanced into the saloon 
with revolvers drawn and ordered 
the crowd to “stand back,” while a 
third man remained near the cigar 
stand in front. When the shooting 
occurred this third man ran out the 
front door, jumped into a Ford auto- 
mobile in which a man was sitting 
at the wheel and was driven rapidly 
|away. At the Coroner’s inquest 
‘Thursday the verdict was that Mount, 
| Tarpy and Moran came to their 
(death at the hands of a person or 
persons unknown. The grand jury 
| began an investigation of the case 
Friday.

GARFIELD ISSUES RULES FOR 
DIVERTING COAL SHIPMENTS 


State Administrators Forbidden to 
Confiscate Inter-state Shipments 
Without Washington’s Approval. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (By A, 

P.).—Confusion arising from unau- 
thorized diversion of coal by local 
fuel officials prompted the fuel ad- 
ministration today to issue a definite 
set of regulations governing. the 
practice, which provide: 

Coal intended for destinations out- 
side of a state must not be diverted 
by state administrators without ap- 
proval from Washington. 

Chairmen of local coal commit- 
tees must not divert coal intended 
for other commuuities without the 
approval of state fuel administrators. 

Coal must not be diverted from one 
preferred consumer to another ex- 
cept in emergency cases. 

Coal destined to by-products coke 
ovens must not be diverted except in 
emergencies to relieve human suffer- 
ing. 

Coal destined to tidewater must 
not be diverted except with the ap- 
proval of Washington. 

Coal must not be diverted until 
arrangements are made to pay for it.

The facts in Hardin’s sentence to 
the workhouse and his parole are: 

The night of Nov. 20, 1916, Hardin 
and another man held up and robbed 
three youths at Sarah street and St. 
Louis avenue. The highwaymen at- 
tempted to escape on @ northbound 
Sarah street car, but were pursued 
by a patrolman in an automobile and 
were captured. 

Hardin pleaded guilty Jan. 16, 
1917, to two charges of petit Jarceny 
and was sentenced to one year in the 
workhouse in each case, or a total of 
two years. He escaped March 2, 
1917, and the following May 19 was 
captured at Vermont, Ill, and re- 
turned to the workhouse. 

Afterward, efforts, which Supt. 
Hardin. Morgan 
nected with these efforts to get a 
parole. This winter, however, Mor- 
gan said, he was won over to favor 
the parole by the plea of Hardin's 
mother, ana Circuit Judge Davis 
granted the parole. 

It has been one of the theories of 
the police that Mount was shot by 
the companion of Tarpy and Moran 
who ran out of the front door and 
escaped in the automobile. The po- 
lice say Hardin has not been at 
home since the day of the murder.

“Tt also want to bring out the in- 
sidious method that was made to 
influence ‘Senator Thompson with- 
out his knowing it,” Heney said, “by 
giving business to his law firm. That 
kind: of attempts to bribe is more 
dangerous than open offers of mon- 
ey, because more difficult to trace in 
its effect.’’

SEED IN EFFORT

Ousted St. Clair County Treas- 
urer Produces Only $405,844 
on $485,016 Liability. 


Accountants auditing the books of 
Fred Warning, ousted Treasurer of 
St. Clair County, have. started an 
investigation, with the aid of bank 
pass books, check stubs’ and can- 
celed checks, to learn what became 


| of $79,272 which Warning’s deposits 


are short. The bank books, stubs 
and checks were seized yesterday by 
three Deputy Sheriffs, who searched 
Warning’s home at Edgemont on a 
warrant issue by the Circuit Court 
at Belleville. 

M. Paul Murray Jr., secretary of 
the Union Trust and Savings Bank 
of East St. Louis, yesterday was 
elected Treasurer to suceeed Warn- 
ing; “who was ousted by the Board 
of Supervisors, Dec. 27, after he had 
failed to account for the funds. 

Warning should be in possession 
of $485,016, but has only produced 
$405,844. Of this amount, $383,864 
is roads bond money, and, at the 
time of his ouster, $14,986 was in 
checks, tax certificates and election 
warrants, leaving only $6994 cash for 
all other purposes. However, some 
of the checks and certificates have 
been cashed. 

The ousted Country Treasurer has 
insisted through the investigation 
that he has the money, but never 
has shown where it was. He ignored 
a legal demand made upon him by 
County Auditor Eckert for the bank 
books, stubs and checks, which re- 
sulted in an application by the 
State’s Attorney for the search war- 
ant.

PLANS COMPLETED 
FOR LIMITING NEW 
‘SSUES OF CAPTAL 


Advisory Committee for Action 
With Regard to Nonessential 
Enterprises Named. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Thé first 
definite step toward limitation of 
non-essential enterprises requiring 
capital expenditures was taken today 
by the Federal Reserve Board, which 
announced the appointment of a 
committee o@ three bankers or finan- 
ciers to act in an advisory capacity 
to the capital issues committee of the 


board in passing on applications for 
approval of issues of private sect- 
rities. ‘ 

The Advisory Committee, together 
with committees organized by each 
of the 12 Federal reserve banks, vir- 
tually will administer the new sys- 
tem, which is based entirely on the 
theory of voluntary co-operation on 
the part of capitalists, Through the 
Federal Reserve Bank Committee 
and the Advisory Committee the 
Federal Reserve Board's capital is- 
sues committee will give or withhold 
its sanction to proposed issues of 
large afnounts. 

Railroad financing will be left en- 
tirely to the Government railroad ad- 
ministration and the Federal Re- 
serve Board system will apply only 
to securities involving municipal, 
public utility and industrial financ- 
ing. Later the board hopes to de- 
vise a nation-wide method of deal- 
ing with transactions of smaller 
scope.

The Advisory Committee consists 
of Allen B. Forbes, member of the 
firm of Harris, Férbes & Co.. New 
York bond dealers; F. H. Goff, Pres- 
ident of the Cleveland Trust Co., 
and Henry C. Flower, president of 
the Fidelity Trust Co. of Kansas 
City. The committee’s counsel-will 
be Bradley W. Palmer, Boston law- 
yer, and the executive secretary will 
be Stephen L. Selden, an engineer, 
formerly of Denver, now associated 
with the Aircraft Board. James 
Hugh Newton of Denver is to be as- 
sistant executive secretary. All will 
serve without compensation. The 
committee will have a staff of ex- 
perts located in Washington. 

Temporarily the Federal Reserve 
Board’s Capital Issues Committee 
will not pass on individual securi- 
ties issues aggregating less than 
$500,000 in the case of industrial 
and public utility corporations, and 
$250,000 in the case of municipali- 
ties, nor upon securities having a 
maturity of less than one year. 

Legislation is now being framed 
providing some measure of compul- 
sion in the government regulation 
of securities issues. The board 
courts strongly, however, on volun- 
tary cooperation and cites that al- 
ready many applications have been 
received from prospective issuers of 
securities. 


Similar to British System. 


At each of the twelve Federal Re- 
serve Banks a local committee will 
be organized to assist the central 
committee, consisting of the chair- 
man of the board and the governor 
of the reserve bank and three other 
bankers or business men. 

It is distinctily understood, says: 
the Federal Reserve Board’s an- 
nouncement “that the capital issues 
committee will not pass upon the 
intrinsic merits of individual cases, 
but only upon the question of wheth- 
er or not the object for which mon- 
ey is to be raised and spent are es- 
sential to and compatible with the 
national welfare at this time.” 

Application for approval of secur- 
ity issues are to be sent to Washing- | 
ton and the committee here, if nec- 
essary, will forward them to the dis- 
trict Federal Reserve Banks for in- 
vestigation.

Robert E. Lee, who was appointed 
by Fuel Administrator Crossley as 
deputy in charge of the automobile 
interests has issued the following in- 
structions ag to closing hours for au- 
tomobile dealers, accessory houses, | 
tire houses, garages and gasoline-fill- | 
ing stations. 

All automobile and accessory 
houses to close at 7 p. m. each even- 
ing and to remain closed all day Sun- 
day. All tire houses, except those 
having special service permits, to 
close at 7 p. m. and all day Sunday. 

All public garages storing cars are 
permitted to remain open day and 
night, but with lights extinguished 
as far as possible after 10 p. m. 

Gasoline filling stations to close 
each evening, including Sunday at 7 
p. m. until 7 a. m. 

Tire service concerns, to which per- 
mits have been issued may: render 
emergency service, but In justice to 
accessory houses, closed by the gen- 
eral closing order, will not be permit- 
ted to sell accessories or automobile 
supplies after 7 p. m. Their service 
is to consist exclusively of changing 
tires for customers, and the supplying 
of tubes or casings in emergency in- 
stances.

' ALL-YEAR-AROUND DAYLIGHT 
_.-- SAVING BILL-IN-THE-HOUSE. 


Amended Form of Measure Passed 
by Senate Is Introduced by 
Sims. 


—Chairman Sims of the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
today introduced an amended form 
of the daylight saving bill passed by 
the Senate, to provide for the oper- 
ation of the system the.entire year 
and to make it effective 20 days aft- 
er its approval by the President. As 
amended the new measure provides: 

“That at 2 o’clock ante-meridian, 
on the twentieth day after the ap- 
proval of this act, the standard time 


of each zone shall be advanced one 
hour in advance of the mean astro- 
nomical time of the degree of longt- 
tude governing each zone, respective- 
ly.’. The Senate bill provided that 
the daylight. saving plan apply put 
five months, from 2 a. m. of the lust 
Sunday in April until 2 a. m. of the 
last Sunday in September. 

Sims tonight said it might be pos- 
sible to have daylight saving legisla- 
tion in operation before the end of 
February. “My reason im offering 
the amendment,’ he said, “was ‘to 
save coal this winter. If daylight 
saving is to be of any value, it 
ought to be in use now. The bill will 
not cause much controversy. There 
will be no opposition to it, in my 
opinion,”’ 


MAN CURSES PRESIDENT AND IS

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—A _ snarl 
of struggling men rolled out of the 
Harvard Club this. afternoon, and 
fists rose and fell.

— Jacob 
Pincus, who trained Pierre  Loril- 
lard’s Iroquois, the only American- 
bred horse that ever won the En- 
glish Derby, who died Wednesday at 
Mount Vernon at the age of 80, was 
one of the last of the very old guard. 
He was born in -Baltimore Sept. 13, 
1838, and began his turf career as 
an exercise boy and jockey in 1852. 

¥or many years he rode in the 
South and Southwest, as well as at’ 
Saratoga Springs in the ante-bellum 
days. Later he developed into a 
trainer and had charge of the Loril- 
lard horse in the °80s. 


Mr. Pincus saw the great Lexing- 


ton win hie first two stakes, the 
Phoenix Hotel stakes, at mile heats, 
and the Citizéns’ stakes, at two-mile 
heats, in the Kentucky city after 
which he was named, back in 1864. 
Tt was at that meeting that Mr. Ten 
Broeck and: Capt. Viley bought Lex- 
ington for. $5500 and matched him 
against Sallie Waters in a four mile 
race.

ASTONISHIAG TREES. 


| OLD SUBS ER.—In South 
Africa there is’ the “sneeze wood” 
tree, which is so ealled because one 
cannot cut it with a saw without 
sneezing, as the fine dust has ex- 
actly the efféct of snuff. No insect 
| or worm will touch it; it is very 
bitter to the taste, and when placed 
in water it sinks. * * * The witch 
‘tree of Nevada is go luminous that 
a person standing near it. can read 
ordinary print easily. The tree it- 
self can be seen a mile on darkest 
night. * * * There is said to be in 
Kentucky a tree bearing eack year 
a crop of walnuts and a crop of 
mulberries; and the curious phe- 
nomenon is accounted for by the 
supposition that a mulberry seed 
fell where a walnut lay in the 
ground, and the young shoots came 
up eide by side and wnited their 
forces into one solid trunk. This 
supposition seems feasible from the 
fact that the bark of the tree is on 
one side that of walnut and on the 
other that of. the erry. * * ® 
In India there ig the “burning tree” 
which imparts the same sensation 
as a burn when it comes in contact 
with the flesh. * * * In the Canary 
Islands there is a tree which dispels 
from its branches actual rain to 
such an extent that a cistern placed 
at its base is never unfilled. This 
tree grows in one of the driest 
islands, through which no water 
ever flows. The branches are a 
cloud that changes itno moisture 


* * * In Arabia there is the insane 
or hysterical tree, so named from 
the fact that all’ who eat of its 
seeds are affected as if they had 
taken an overdose of laughing gas. 
It ig not a large tree, seldom grow- 
ing over 6 feet high. The seeds 
have a sweet, sickish taste and a 
decidedly unpleasant odor. As soon, 
however, ag they have been pound- 
ed up and swallowed the user shows 
an extreme hilarity along with wild 
dancing, singing and utter evtrava- 
gance of language and motion. It 
is claimed no other drug in the 
world has a similar effect. * * * 
The man-eating tree of Madagascar 
is from 7 to 10 feet high and some- 
thing like a grapefruit in shape, 
with rough, ugly tendrils stretch- 
ing out in all directions.

At 
the top are 6 palpi, 6 feet high, 
that rear straight up and wind and 
whirl about incessantly... There is

it. He becomes peculiarly crazed 
and unable to get down. Then it is 
that the whirling palpi twine them- 
selves slowly but surely about the 
helpless man until all life is gone. 
This_tree is naturally avoided as a 
dea serpent would be, and the 
natives consider that it is actually 
alive and possessed of an evil and 
terrible spirit. * * * In South America 
there is a milk-producing tree, 
which the natives take advantage 
of for the feeding of their children. 
By boring a hole in its trunk a clear 
sweet stream of milk emergés, 
which is both healthful and delic- 
ious. * * * In Africa is a tree which 
produces an excellent butter and 
another in Ceylon which gives forth 
bread. This bread ig in the form 
of a fruit, which, when it is baked. 
is cut and eaten like our own bread, 
It has a somewhat similar taste. In 
the West Indies, is a tree, the bark 
of which resembles an exquisite 
filmy lace.

When pullets or hens are to be 
purchased, it is well, if possible, to 
go to some farmer or poultry man 
who is known to the prospective 
buyer. If there is no opportunity to 
go into the country for pullets, they 
often can be selected from among 
the live poultry shipped into the city 
to be marketed, The advice of some- 
one who knows poultry should be 
sought in making such a purchase 
to. make sure that pullets or young 
hens are obtained and that the stock 
is healthy. Often the local poultry 
associations are glad to help the 
prospective poultry keeper to get 
stock by putting him in communica- 
tion with some of its members hav- 
ing stock for sale. Sometimes the 
local Board of Trade or Chamber of 
Commerce is glad to help in bring- 


ing together the prospective pur- Gray

Self-esteem should be an inner consciousness and 
not: an outward manifestation. Too often we con- 
fuse hopelessly our vanity with our self-respect. And 
sometimes we mistake the indulgence of our idiosyn- 
crasies with the maintenance of our self-respect. 

You know the man who, over the telephone, says: 
“This is Mr. Jones speaking.’ You also know the man 
who describes a conversation between himself and 
another person in this way: “I said, ‘Smith, what do 
you think about this matter? and Smith séid to me, 
‘Mister Jones, I think you are absolutely right,”” etc. 

Calling one’s self “Mister” is a harmless little affec- 
tation which lots of good men possess, but it’s a use- 
less and, to some people, an offensive expression of 
vanity—somewhat like perfume on a man s handker- 
chief. 


GOOD CLOTHING. 
WONDER if good clothing is not a useful aid to 
proper self-esteem. I am sure that clean clothing 

is. Haven't you noticed how fresh undergarments and 
clean linen set you up, add an inch or so to your stride 
and quite a lot to your self-confidence? 

Personally, I am a well-defined slob. Nearly always 
I have the appearance of a man who has dressed him- 
self in an upper berth of a Pullman car. If | were 21 
again I should pay more at- , 
tention to my personal ap- 
pearance. I really believe > . 
that such things count. It is ca) 
not alone what other people 
think of you: it is partly what 
you think of yourself. How- 
ever, the other man’s view- 
point is always important, as 
the best sort of self-esteem 
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and me, never in my whole life have 
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bluff or self-delusion. 

A self-esteem which is founded. on- your belief in 
your own sophistication is not very helpful to you. 
It doesn’t aid in the building of your character or 
largely safeguard your morals, and as a rule it doesn’t 
deeply impress other people. A prominent Western 
gambler once told a friend of mine that he had settled 
in New York in order to specialize on “skinning” New 
Yorkers, “They’re easy because they don’t think any- 
body would dare to cheat ‘em. A guy who ain’t afraid 
is a soft mark,” the gambler said, 

I think that is the point I ‘have been trying to reach: 
“A guy who ain't afraid is a soft mark.” Next to 
thinking you're lucky, the most common form of undue 
selfconfidence is to think you’re smarter than the 


' average man—and that you can make all the average 


men believe it. It’s bad enough to think you're 
smarter than other people, but it’s twice as bad to 
think that you can make them believe it. 
Self-confidence is a great thing up to the point where 
it causes you to try to make an impression. At that 
point it is well to remember that as a rule the kind 


of people whom you want to_impress-are not usually 


impressionable to mere words or to any empty ‘display 


of self-confidence.

Sacrifices of young Jewish war relief workers, here, made possible six- 
months’ journey of refugee—Tells of wretched condition of the 
poor in Bessarabia and how Russian women helped resist the 
advance ofthe German army through Rumania age eg 


ISS HELEN NUDELMAN, 21 years old, of Bender, 
Bessarabia, a dressmaker, arrived in St. Louis last 
week, after a journey of 12,000 miles, to work in a 
factory to earn money to aid her ts, who are in 
dire distress from the war. In order to reach the 
United States, Miss Nudelman, scarcely five feet tall 
and slight, was compelled to take the circuitous route 

by way of the transsiberian railway to Yokohama, Japan, and thence 

to San Francisco and across the Rockies to St. Louis. She was over 
six months om the journey and arrived in St. Louis at the home of Miss 

Esther Frumson, 3043 Dickson street, her friend, quite fatigued, but 

happy to have reached her destination in safety. The journey would 
not have been possible for. Miss Nudelman had it not been for 

the charity of the Jewish People’s War Relief Society of St. Louis, 
which advanced her the money for transportation front Yokohama 
to St. Louis. 

This society was formed early in the war to extend help to 
suffering Jews in Russia and has raised several thousand dollars 
through dances and other social affairs to lighten the hard. 
ships of Jewish sufferers in the war zone. A dance, 
given under the auspices of this society, created the 
nucleus of a fund to bring Miss Nudelman across the 
Pacific, and other entertainments provided a suffi- 
cient sum to defray her expenses in full. 

Although the society has assisted thousands of 
Jewish sufferers in Russia since the war started, Miss 
Nudelman is the first person brought to this country 
by the local branch that she may assist her parents 
and thus lessen the burden of the organization. 

Now that she has arrived, Miss Nudelman will take 
her place in the society to help raise funds for the 
bringing over of other worthy refugees from their 
oppressed country to the_liberal atmosphere of the 
United States. : 

Samuel 8. Rudman, president of the society, escort- 
ed a writer of the Post-Dispatch staff to call on Miss 
Nudelman. It was Rudman who kept in touch with 
Miss Nudelman when she left Russia and who sent 
her the money by cable to Yokohama, and, as one 
another’s welfare is paramount in the activities of 
these young Jewish people, he worked as arduously 
to get Miss Nudelman landed in this country as though 
she had been his own sister. 

Miss Nudelman_ arrived clad in the picturesque, 
coarse garb of the immigrant, and her first step upon 
reaching St. Louis was to go shopping with Miss 
Frumson and be transformed through proper attire 
to present the appearance of a genuine American girl. 

The shdes she wore to this country cost her $30 in 
Bessarabia. They were rude clogs as compared with 
the dainty, high-topped kid shoes she exchanged them 
for in St. Louis. The great stores of St. Louis supplied 
the first occasion for wonderment to the little im- 
migrant, and though she had visualized America as a 
paradise of wonders, she had not given thought to the 
mere detail of department stores. 

When the war started and took her two brothers : 

“trom home,-who are now prisoners in Germany, and 
when Bessarabia, a bone of contention between Bul- 
garia and Russia, felt the pinch of war, where the 
price of sugar went to $1 a pound, bread 25 cents a 
pound, meat $1 a pound, and, when she saw no pros- 
pect of making headway against these adversities, 
Miss Nudelman decided to depart for a more prosper- 
ous and happier land. 

Being handy with the needle Miss Nudelman found 
employment as dressmaker. Money was not scarce, 
she declared. Indeed, it was more plentiful than be- 
fore the war, but its purchasing power was scarcely 
one-tenth that of peace times. So it did not require a 
long period to save rubles enough for passage to the 
United States. She had been informed that 500 rubles 


After exchanging her Bessarabian garb for 
an American outfit. 


would purchase transportation to St. Louis. She had 
written Miss Frumson, who promised a home and 
employment here. Then Miss Nudelman started. 
She first planned to go by way of Switzerland, but 
upon inquiry was cautioned to give up the idea, as 
Germany ruled the seas. Even in Bessarabia German 
propaganda is systematically promulgated by the ubiq- 
uitous German agent, and every operation of the 
U-boats is magnified and put out as convincing evi- 
dence that England’s naval power was destroyed in 
the famous battle of the Skaggerak. : 
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“Am I. glad to be in St. Louis?” 


Miss Nudelman was running away from the war, 
and, therefore, decided, rather than give up her plan 
of going to America, to make the long, arduous trip 
to Japan by way of the Transsiberian railway. 

She accordingly set out for Odessa, 50 miles to the 
west of Bender, and there took the train for Kharkof, 
From Kharkof she proceeded to Harbin, Manchuria, 
where she arrived after 18 days on the train. She had 
covered about 3500 miles, a distance that could have 
been covered in the United States in about one-fourth 
that time. .° 

The trains on this line were crowded and delayed by 
the movement of thousands of Russian exiles from 
Siberia—liberated by the revolution—and by Russian 
soldiers being sent to Manchuria and Viadivostok for 
some reasons unknown to Miss Nudelman. 

From Harbin she proceeded by way of Tsintsin, 
China, to Yokohama, Japan, where she was to take 
steamer for America. She had experienced no other 
hardships than long, wearisome delays up to this point, 


_ but she was to deal with unscrupulous Japanese money 


cLangers and experience the first serious reverse of 
her journey. 
She possessed a little over 400 rubles, about $200, left 


from her savings, and with this expected to purchase .. 


transportation to America. It was necessary first to 
change this into Japanese money and when she did so 
was given only 25 yen, $12.50. Being 3500 miles from 
home, in a strange country, and 7500. miles from friends 
on this side, Miss Nudelman did the only thing a lonely 
immigrant might be expected to do—sat down and 
gave way to a good, long cry. 

But there were others at Yokohama in similar cir- 
cumstances she soon learned, 350 Russian refugees 
bound for America and waiting opportunity to sail. 
Miss Nudelman said the Japanese refused to make 
room for the refugees on their ships, which were 
given altogether to first-class passenger service and 
merchandise, which was accumulating on the piers 
everywhere on account of insufficient shipping facil- 
fties, due to the war. So they were waiting for a 
friendly ship to take them aboard. 

Miss Nudelman’s little store of money Was soon ex-

It’s the 
relief from the trenches. These are the 
soldiers who have just spent 10 days and 
10 nights in the trenches at Beausejour. 
Nothing — understand me, nothing — 
sketches, photographs, descriptions—gives 
any idea of that terrifying and sublime re- 
ality. What an epic! i want to cheer 
them, and the sounds are strangled in my 
throat. . 

Their caps are clods of earth, their knit- 
ted muffiers stiff as coats of mail, their 
rifles laborers’ mattocks, their knap- 
sacks are like the lumps of mortar masons 
carry on their shoulders. Their blankets, 
rolled bandolier fashion, make you think 
of old, mud-covered tires abandoned 
alongside roads. All the saliences of their 
equipments—epaulettes, buttons, belts, 
mess tins, pouches, cartouchieres—are 
coated over with clay. From their beards 
and their mustaches stalactites depend, 
and from under their visors of mud the 
glances of wolves look out. Staves in 
their mud-gloved hands, in the fashion of 
primitive men, they 
along, all of a piece under their carapaces, 
disdainfully making the mud cast up by 
their heavily-clodded feet bespatter the 
civilians who watch them pass. Scales

their suspenders, wearing slippers or sa- 
bots, quite at their ease in their unbut- 
toned overcoats, which are ample as bath 
robes.

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Seventy-five years ago St. Louis had an architecture 
distinctively its own, of which only a few traces here 
and there remain. Although rather simple in char- 
acter, it had an elegance and a touch of picturesque- 
ness which is a delight to architectural students.

Almost the last words of Oscar Lewisohn before he died were: ‘“Ten wonderful 
happy years.” He had just held up his face to be kissed by his wife and had told 


her he was going.” 

It was after her great success in “The Belle of New 
York” and whe» she was playing in a piece of Paul 
Potter’s called *““‘The School Girl,” that Edna May first 
met young Lewisohn. His father, Leonard Lewisohn, 
had died two or three years earlier and left a fortune 
of some thirty millions to his nine heirs. Oscar, the 
junior son, was then of the young spending set of Lon- 
don and New York. He had money in abundance, no 
particular occupation and a remarkably sunny and 
generous disposition. He was an enthusiastic horse- 
man and motorist, and a dilettante at the pleasures of 
the metropoli.* 

One night, after a performance of ‘The School Girl,” 
an English friend of Miss Jane May, Edna’s sister, took 
Oscar Lewisohn to a little dinner given not for Edna, 
but Jane. Edna was present. Lewisohn sailed for 

curope soon after. At the close of the se&ason Miss 
May was sent to London and played 
there in a new piece. The next year, 
when she returned to New York, she 
met Lewisohn again and came to know 
him. When she returned to London 
in “The Belle of Mayfair,’ her young 
admirer was already on the scene. 
There was a courtship of some dura- 
tion, an outburst of rumors, and tien ~. 
the marriage, very quietly done in a 
London registry office. Edna May fin- 

. ished the run of the play and then re- 
tired from the stage. 

“IT think they were in love from the 
first,” Miss Jane May has said. “I’m 
sure Edna was pleased with him from 
the very beginning. I knew they’d be 
married and hoped they would. How 
fortunate it all was! They never had 
an hour’s regret. 

“A lot of people—the best friends of 
both—said that it wouldn’t last. They 
were sure she’d get tired of it and long 
for the stage again. But she never did. 

She was far too happy in her marriage 
ever to want to go back. Once when } 
she did revive ‘The Belle of New York,’ 
for one week, in the interest of a char- 
ity, Mr. Lewisohn was terribly worried. 
He himself was afraid the stage would get into her 
blood again. But that was foolish. She was heartily 
glad when that week was over and she could go back 
to her home with her husband. That was all she cared 
for.” 

The Lewisohns maintained no town house, either in 
London or New York. They had only their country 
place at Windsor Forest, near London. When they 
were at home they were there. In the winter they gen- 
erally went to the South of France, to Biarritz, Cannes 
and Monte Carlo. For a short stay they did London in 
the height of each season, putting up at a hotel. 
they never seemed really happy except at their country 
place. 

Poth were fond of golf and played a great deal. Both 
were devoted to hunting.

Oscar Lewisohn was always a patron of the turf. His 
wife soon made this sport one of her own passions.

She appeared in amateur theatricals 
at 5. At 15 or 16 she went to New York and studied 
voice at the Conservatory of Music.

Her aim was the 
stage, and she reached it from the bottom, Another 
girl friend took her to the footlights for the first time 
when Oscar Hammerstein was preparing his produc- 
tion of “Santa Maria,” back in 1895.

He looked about in haste for 
a substitute. Edna May was in the company, not yet 
assigned, but practicing a small part. There have been 
many versions of the manner jin which she came to 
play Violet Gray. Indeed, there was at one time a bit- 
ter controversy on that score between the manager’ 
and the actress. : 

Mrs. Lewisohn said that she was first offered th 
soubrette role of Fifi and declined it as unsuited to 
her talent. Another woman was found for the part, 
but the Violet Gray role remained unfilled. Lederer, 
in a quandary, began looking about for a star. Mean- 
time, the innocent good looks of Edna May attracted 
him and he gave her the part to rehearse, probably 
with no real intention of playing her in so important 
a place. It happened, however, that J; A." E: Malone 
of London, long the major domo in the theatrical house 
of the late George Edwardes, was attending the re- 
hearsals. He saw Miss May trying for the part, was 
struck by her naivette and ingenuous charm and took 
Lederer aside. “If you don’t want that girl, I do,” 
said he. Lederer did want her. Gus Kerker, the com- 
poser of the piece, also liked her and said so. Finally, 
she was somewhat tremblingly assigned the part. 

Edna May opened in her first capital role in 1897. 
“The Belle of New York” was an immediate and 
whooping success. Her Violet Gray was pleasing and: 
effective, but no storm of praise beat about her in 
New York. It was not until the piece was ta’en from 
the Casino to London the following year that her fame 
came to birth.

figure proposes a problem which must be met by the 
Government which takes these men from their peac2ful 
occupations and sends them to thé place where, irre- 
spective of their courage, skill and desire, they are lit- 
erally shot to pieces. 

In the published French statistics, brought out at the 
Inter-Allied Conference in May, 1917, it was stated that 
between 6000 and 7000 soldiers were newly pensioned, 
discharged or disabled each month. According to Dr. 
Leo Mayer, in 1916 there were in Germany 16,000 leg 
amputations of German soldiers, and as out of each 1000 
soldiers it is calculated that there are about 100 leg am- 
putations, this would place the figures for the total 
German invalided in 1916 at about ten times 16,000 or 
160,000 for one year alone. It has been authoritatively 
estimated that there is today in all the belligerent coun- 
tries a total of 13,000,000 imjured by war, of whom 
3,000,000 have suffered amputations. 

The following table, compiled for the Inter-Allied 
Conference, gives the numbers of the various kinds of 
injuries per 1000 wounded men:
